In response to a question, Hag­ 
erty said the President still was 
following a hands-off policy with 
regard to the McCarthy contro­ 
versy itself. 
The Senate voted 67-22 T hurs­ 
day to condemn the Wisconsin 
senator’s conduct after W atkins’

mended such action. 
Sen. Watkins told reporters a f­ 
ter his White House conference he 
made a brief report to Eisenhower 
on the McCarthy matter. He did 
not say what was in the report. 
Asked whether he believed the 
Senate vote, which found the Dem ­ 
ocrats unanimous against M cCar­ 
thy and the Republicans divided 
22-22, would result in a "p e r­ 
manent rift” in the Republican 
party, Watkins replied: 
"I don’t think any one man can

A party may be divided on 
great principles, but I don’t think 
an action taken with reference 
with one individual can split the 
party perm anently.” 
Watkins said the party is “still 
a strong and vigorous party,” and 
added: 
"Sen. McCarthy himself says he

needed reforms” in the procedures 
of Senate investigating commit­ 
tees.

a compromise was reached. Del- 
gates at that convention pledged 
’heir best efforts to get the national 
nominees on their state’s ballot. 
But the harmony achieved by the 
iecision yesterday was soon lost 
n the growing controversy over 
•election of a successor to Mitchell. 
Adlai E. Stevenson and Rep. Sam 
Rayburn of Texas are putting their 
oarty strength to the test with op­ 
posite views on the issue. 
Stevenson, the 1852 presidential 
nominee, called for immediate ac­ 
tion by the National Committee to 
name a new leader for the 1956 
campaign in which the former Illi­ 
nois governor has given increasing 
signs he hopes again to be the par­ 
ty ’s standard-bearer. 
Rayburn, who is scheduled to 
become speaker of the House in 
the 84th Congress and represents 
the veteran wing of the party, said 
in a statement last night that “un­ 
der all the circumstances, I think 
it would be better to postpone the 
election . . . until a later date." 
Replied Stevenson, here to speak 
at a $100 a plate party dinner to­ 
night: 
* 'While I don’t know all of the

Neither Stevenson nor Rayburn

On State Tickets 
NEW ORLEANS. La. OB — Dem­ 
ocrats are shopping today for new 
method of guaranteeing national 
party candidates a place on every 
state ticket after tossing their so­ 
called ‘‘loyalty pledge” out t h e 
window*. 
An advisory committee of G9, 
headed by outgoing National Chair­ 
man Stephen A. Mitchell, buried 
the pledge after several hours of 
debate. The committee’s decision 
was that no Democrat should be 
required to sign any document 
guaranteeing he would support the 
national nominees. This Ls the same 
proposal some Northern Democrat* 
have made previously. 
Threatened Split 
The controversial loyalty oath 
’ssvie kept the national ticket off 
the ballot in four Southern states 
in 1948 and threatened to split the 
1952 Democratic convention before 
a compromise was reached. Del- 
gates at that convention pledged 
‘heir best efforts to get the national 
nominees on their state’s ballot. 
But the harmony achieved by the 
lecision yesterday was soon lost 
n the growing controversy over 
election of a successor to Mitchell. 
Adlai E. Stevenson and Rep. Sam 
Rayburn of Texas are putting their 
©arty strength to the test with op­ 
posite views on the issue. 
Stevenson, the 1952 presidential 
nominee, called for immediate ac­ 
tion by the National Committee to 
name a new leader for the 1956 
campaign in which the former Illi­ 
nois governor has given increasing 
signs he hopes again to be the par­ 
ty’s standard-bearer. 
Rayburn, w*ho is scheduled to 
become speaker of the House ’n 
the 84th Congress and represents 
the veteran wing of the party, said 
in a statement last night that “un­ 
der all the circumstances, I think 
it would be better to postpone the 
election . . . until a later date.” 
Replied Stevenson, here to speak 
at a $ 1 0 0 a plate party dinner to­ 
night: 
“While I don’t know all of the 
circumstances, I think that 70 or 
more members of the National 
Committee could reach a decision 
without a postponement.” 
Mitchell said at least 71 were on 
hand, most of them ready to vote. 
Neither Stevenson nor Rayburn 
took a public stand in favor of any 
of the three leading candidates to 
replace M i t c h e l l , Stevenson's 
handpicked chairman who has In­ 
sisted that he is quitting Jan. I 
even if no one is chosen to fill 
his place. 
Three Candidates 
The three candidates are Paul 
M Butler, Indiana national com­ 
mitteeman; 
Michael V.

former Toledo, Ohio, mayor and

and James 
Finnegan, president of the Phila­ 
delphia City Council. 
Stevenson said he was keeping 
“ hands off” the choice of Mitch­ 
ell’s successor and these three, 
along with several other prospec­ 
tive candidates, would be accept­ 
able to him. Rayburn made H evi­ 
dent he wants none of the three. 
He said the party ought to take 
time out to pick somebody more 
“ schooled" in politics, but did not 
indicate he had anyone in mind.

Our present lesson Scripture in­ 
cludes parts of the 86th and 130th 
Psalms. The latter is one of the 
seven great Penitential Psalms and 
the 86th is similar in character. 
The other six of the Penitential 
Psalm s — so-called — are Nos. 6, 
32, 38, 51, 102 and 143. 
They are Psalms believed to have 
been written by King David rela­ 
tive to some great sin he had com­ 
mitted — probably the sin of having 
his faithful soldier Uriah placed in 
the front rank during a battle so 
that he would be killed, which did 
happen; and then David took Uri­ 
ah’s widow to be his own wife, he 
having committed adultery with 
her before the death of her hus­ 
band. 
As happens when God forgives 
anybody for a sin committed, Dav­ 
id here in these Psalms or songs, 
mentions the various steps leading 
to forgiveness — forgiveness for 
anyone for any sin. 
They are: 
1. The s*n itself—a transgression 
of one of God’s laws 
2. A realization that a sin had 
been committed We call that con­ 
viction. 
3. Sorrow for having committed 
the sin. We call that penitence. 
4 A desire to be forgiven — con­ 
fession to God and a petition for 
forgiveness. 
5 The a’-ihtv and willingness of 
God to forgive. 
6. The restoration through for­ 
giveness—getting another chance. 
7. The joy that follows forgive­ 
ness. 
In all of these steps there was a 
need for God 
King David had sinned: he came 
to realize that he had sunk to the 
lowest depths in that sin, that on1'1 
God could forgive him, that an at­ 
tribute of God was to forgive the 
penitent, and that forgiveness wa= 
cause for great rejoicing.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 
FOR D E I’EMBER 5, 1954 
SCRIPTURE—Psalm s 86 and 130. 
Memory Selection—“ Thou, Lord, 
art good, and ready to forgive, and 
abundant in lovingkindness unto all 
that call upon Thee ” 


Our present lesson Scripture in­ 
cludes parts of the 86th and 130th 
Psalm s. The latter is one of the 
seven great Penitential Psalm s and 
the 86th is sim ilar in character. 
The other six of the Penitential 
Psalm s — so-called — are Nos. 6, 
32, 38, 51, 102 and 143. 
They are Psalm s believed to have 
been w ritten by King David rela­ 
tive to some great sin he had com­ 
m itted — probably the sin of having 
his faithful soldier Uriah placed in 
the front rank during a battle so 
that he would be killed, which did 
happen; and then David took U ri­ 
ah’s widow to be his own wife, he 
having com m itted adultery with 
her before the death of her hus­ 
band. 
As happens when God forgives 
anybody for a sin com m itted, Dav­ 
id here in these Psalm s or songs, 
m entions the various steps leading 
to forgiveness — forgiveness for 
anyone for any sin. 
They are: 
1. Tile s*n itself—a transgression 
of one of God’s laws. 
2. A realization that a sin had 
been com m itted We call that con­ 
viction . 
3. Sorrow for hading com m itted 
the sin. We call that penitence.

In all of these steps there was a 
need for God. 
King David had sinned: he crime 
to realize that he had sunk to tho 
lowest depths in that sin. that onH’ 
God could forgive him. that an at­ 
tribute of God was to forgive th ” 
penitent, and that forgiveness wa« 
cause for great rejoicing. 
These two Psalm s could very well 
have been w ritten this m orning 
about some sin com m itted venter 
dip' 
What a v a s t t h r o n g o f G o o s n o 
m anitv could say in the words of 
David’s plea of 3000 years ago. 
“ Be m erciful unto me. O L /'rd.” 
and in his exulting praise, “ There 
is forgiveness with Thee.’’ 
These Psalm s not only fit D avid’s 
case, but they also so fit the case of 
the Jew s generally that they ap­ 
plied these Psalm s to all their c o - 
pie and m ade them a p art of *heir 
religious worship. 
These 
Jewish 
worshippers, 
as 
they cam e to th e:r tem ples, syna­ 
gogues and other places of wor­ 
ship, acknowledged their sins and 
pleaded for forgiveness and gave 
expression to their forgiveness in 
the words of their greatly belove/* 
king. 
These hvmns of confession help­ 
ed to mold the ch aracter of tho 
Jew . as they are helping also to 
mold the character of Christian 
people today who still read them , 
sing them and get great inspira­ 
tion and comfort from their con­ 
soling words. 
The depths of sin, sorrow and 
tribulations; the realization of these 
depths and the need of God’s up­ 
lifting and forgiving power, and the 
joy that comes with receiving that 
uplifting power — these have in­ 
spired some of the best loved 
hym ns of Christian people of today. 
T hat uplifting powder of God in­ 
spired L uther’s great hym n. “ A 
Mighty Fortress is our God. a bul­ 
wark never failing ” 
Elizabeth E. M arcy echoed the 
plea of King David in her hym n: 
“ Out of the depths to Thee I cry. 
Whose fainting footsteps trod 
The paths of our hum anity. 
Incarnate Son of God.” 
Our great American poet, John 
G reenleaf W hittier was so assur­ 
ed of God’s supplying every need of 
the trusting soul that he could con­ 
fidently w rite: 
“ I know not where His islands lift 
Their fronded palm s in air: 
I only know I cannot drift 
Beyond His love and care.” 
The uplifting hand of God has 
never failed and never will fail the 
penittsnt believer who calls “out 
of the depths.”

When you take those soil samples 
make sure you take them properly. 
About 90 percent of the difficulties, 
disappointments, 
and 
differences 
in soil test results can be traced 
to improper sampling. To do this 
job right composite samples should 
be taken to represent the surface 
seven inches of each differnt kind 
of soil in the field to be tested. 
And each of these composite sam­ 
ples should be made up of at 
least five well distributed individu­ 
al samples. 
These individual samples may be 
taken with an auger, ampling tube, 
brace and bit, or spade. If they 
are taken with an auger, sampling 
tube, or brace and bit, the whole 
amount of soil taken can be put 
into the composite. But if t h e 
sample is taken with a spade, use 
only a uniform one inch vertical 
strip from 
the 
center 
of each 
slice. A teacup full of soil is enough 
for a test, but make sure this 
small amount represents the field 
to be tested. When one gets soil 
tests on samples proprly taken, 
it’s usually not necessary to have 
another test made for six or eight 
years. 
If there are differences due to 
slope, erosion, drainage, kind of 
soil, cropping, or soil treatments 
recently applied, one should take 
a composite sample to 
represent* 
each different kind of soil. 
To get a better test of a field, 
it would also be well to get a 
sample of the subsoil or the 7-14 
inch depth. This would be particu­ 
larly helpful if you plan to grow 
alfalfa or clover on the field. 
Label Each Sample 


Be sure you label each sample. 
Give your name and address, the 
sample location, and whether it is 
surface or subsoil. Take the sam ­ 
ple to your county agent and fur­ 
nish him the information he needs 
about the field so he can give you 
the 
best 
recommendations 
for 
treatment. 
This information sh ould include 
the texture of the soil, whether it 
is 
upland or bottom 
land soil, 
something about the drainage, and 
the amount of erosion that h a s 
taken place. It would also be well 
to know the crops grown on t h e 
land the last two or three years, 
their 
yields, 
and 
whether 
they 
were harvested for grain, hay or 
pasture. This will help determine 
the amount of plant food that has 
been removed. 
It’s helpful to know w hether the 
field had been m anured, limed, or 
fertilized in recent years. It could 
be possible that some of the treat­ 
ments applied have not yet af­ 
fected the soil and thus will not 
show up in the soil test.

dairy farm er’s income. 
The way is to sell milk by the 
gallon and half-gallon jug. 
The experience of such cities as 
Chicago, Cleveland, Akron, Fort 
Wayne and Milwaukee, has been 
cited to prove that it can be done. 
In Chicago, where 67 per cent 
of the milk is sold in jugs, A. L. 
McWilliams, general manager of 
the form er-run Pure Milk Assoc­ 
iation, predicts flatly: ‘The quart 
bottle is on its way out.” 
At the University of Illinois, 
Dr. Roland W. Bartlett, one of 
the country’s top dairy econo­ 
mists, explains: “Milk can be sold 
at lower prices in jugs. When you 
decrease the price of milk you in­ 
crease consumption. Every scien­ 
tific study I’ve seen on this indi­ 
cates that consumers use more 
milk when prices are low, and es­ 
pecially when these milk bargains 
are advertised.” 
Where the milk jug is coming 
in, the house-to-house deliveries 
are being cut back. Consumers can 
save five or six cents a quart in 
many markets by buying milk in 
jugs and carrying it home from 


the stores. In 1953, milk sales' 
increased 20 per cent in Chicago 
and people bought more of their 
milk in stores than ever before. 
The jug came to Cleveland that 
same year. Consumers were able 
to get milk at five cents a quart 
below the single-quart home-de- 
livery price. Fluid

sales 
climbed 7.1 per cent above the 
1952 sales.

prices, it is not expected before 
late spring. 
In household furnishings a n d 
equipment, possibilities for lower 
prices in the year ahead are less 
now than they were a year ago. 
Consumer spending for these items 
held up well during 1954, and dur­ 
able goods inventories have been 
reduced. Household textile prices 
may increase slightly. 
Consumer expenditures for auto­ 
mobiles have remained high, and

volume of sales under the current 
price situation. 
Construction has held at a high 
level and seems likely to continue 
high enough that prices of build­ 
ing m aterials will change very 
little. 
The general increase In service 
costs during the past few years is 
expected to continue. Medical care, 
household service, and services as 
a part of food, clothing, and dur­ 
able goods purchases, enters t h e 
household economy to an increas­ 
ing degree.

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Maintenance Station 
Can Pay Big Dividends 
On Mechanized Farm 
“A farm shop, service center or 
maintenance station, regardless of 
what it is called, has a definite 
function on the modern mecha­ 
nized farm ,” says Tom B. Stroup, 
County agent. 
A building, in which any of the 
machines on the farm may be 
driven or pulled into, located near, 
or on. the main traveled lines be­ 
tween farmstead and fields, will be 
well suited for a service center. 
The service center should be so 
located and constructed that it wil 
be the natural place to take a11 
machines to perform service op 
erations. 
The 
center 
may 
wel1 
serve as a shelter for such much 
used and easily moved equipment 
as tractors, farm trucks, and pos­ 
sibly in some cases the family 
automobile. 
Ample Space Needed 
Certainly the building should be 
large enough to accomodate all 
needed shop tools and equipment 
and still have ample room around 
large machines for all service op­ 
erations without crowding. Possi­ 
bly the most important single ar­ 
ticle of equipment for the service 
center is a convenient space hat­ 
er. If the building can easily be 
made comfortable during b a d 
weather, service operations can be 
performed that otherwise would 
either go undong, or would be per­ 
formed in the field during valuable 
hours. Other tools and equipment 
for a worthwhile service center 
may vary from a few hand tools 
to a complete list of hand a n d 
power tools, depending principally 
on desires, needs, and mechanical 
ability of the individual farm er of 
his help. 
A list of some of the more im­ 
portant items are as follows: A 
good accessible building with am ­ 
ple floor and entry size; conven­ 
ient space heater; complete as­ 
sortment of good hand tools; pow­ 
er grinder; hand electric drill with 
a bench mounted press: air com­ 
pressor: 
good lubrication equip­ 
ment: coal or gas forge: anvil and 
forging equipment: 
and welding 
equipment. The lis tmight go on 
and on through a long array of 
tools and equipment that would be 
quite useful. A good comfortable 
shop building with a modest list 
of tools will, in general, be more 
valuable to the farm business than 
a small,* poorly suited building, 
even though it is ever so well 
equipped. 
Comfortable Shop 
A 
comfortable 
shop not onlv 
makes possible utilization of time 
during bad weather with an eaual 
or greater saving of more valuable 
time in the field when the machine 
is used, but may add many years 
of life to the machine as well as 
to reduce the yearly repair cost. 
Considering the number of expen­ 
sive machines on farms, the high 
cost of labor during the peak sea­ 
sons and the loss that may occur 
from delayed harvest, the service 
center can frequently spell the dif­ 
ference between profit and loss in 
the record book for many of the 
less profitable years if a farming 
business.

Since ifs about time for t h a t 
cold weather, it would be a good 
idea to collect those soil samples 
and take them to your county 
agent for testing while you can get 
them with the least effort. It will 
be 
much 
easier 
to 
take 
soil 
samples now than after the ground 
freezes. Besides, the sooner you 
know the kind of fertilizer you 
need, the more likely you will be 
able to get it. And the more near­ 
ly you get the right kind of fer­ 
tilizer applied in the proper way, 
the more return you will normally 
receive for each dollar invested in 
it. 
Also, you may be able to get 
some of this fertilizer applied yet 
this fall or winter. By doing this 
you will avoid that usual spring 
rush. Ifs also possible that some 
of the fertilizer you need will give 
you better returns if applied this 
fall than if you wait until n e x t 
spring. This is especially true with 
lime. If you are able to turn under 
phosphate and potash on silt or 
clay soil this fall, you should get 
better results than if you just 
spread them on the surface or 
work them in lightly next spring. 
Avoid Spring Rash 


Then by having your soil tested 
this fall you will again avoid the 
spring rush on soil testing labora­ 
tories. You may be one of t h e 
many who had to wait last spring 
to get your soil samples tested be­ 
cause the laboratories were so 
rushed at that time. 
When you take those soil samples 
make sure you take them properly. 
About 90 percent of the difficulties, 
disappointments, 
and differences 
in soil test results can be traced 
to improper sampling To do this 
job right composite samples should 
be taken to represent tile surface 
seven inches of each differnt kind 
of soil in the field to be tested. 
And each of these composite sam­ 
ples should be made up of at 
least five well distributed individu­ 
al samples. 
These individual samples may be 
taken with an auger, ampling tube, 
brace and bit, or spade. If they 
are taken with an auger, sampling 
tube, or brace and bit, the whole 
amount of soil taken can be put 
into the composite. But if t h e 
sample is taken with a spade, use 
only a uniform one inch vertical 
strip from 
the center of each 
slice. A teacup full of soil is enough 
for a test, but make sure this 
small amount represents the field 
to be tested. When one gets soil 
tests on samples proprly taken, 
it’s usually not necessary to have 
another test made for six or eight 
years. 
If there are differences due to 
slope, erosion, drainage, kind of 
soil, cropping, or soil treatm ents 
recently applied, one should take 
a composite sample to represent# 
each different kind of soil. 
To get a better test of a field, 
it would also be well to get a 
sample of the subsoil or the 7-14 
inch depth. TTiis would be particu­ 
larly helpful if you plan to grow 
alfalfa or clover on the field. 
Label Each Sample 


Be sure you label each sample. 
Give your name and address, the 
sample location, and whether it is 
surface or subsoil. Take the sam ­ 
ple to your county agent and fur­ 
nish him the information he needs 
about the field so he can give you 
the 
best 
recommendations 
for 
treatment. 
This information sh ould include 
the texture of the soil, whether it 
is upland or bottom land soil, 
something about the drainage, and 
the amount of erosion that h a s 
taken place. It would also be well 
to know the crops grown on t h e 
land the last two or three years, 
their yields, 
and 
whether they 
were harvested for grain, hay or 
pasture. This will help determine 
the amount of plant food that has 
been removed. 
Ifs helpful to know whether the 
field had been manured, limed, or 
fertilized in recent years. It could 
be possible that some of the treat­ 
ments applied have not yet af­ 
fected the soil and thus will not 
show up in the soil test. The agent 
should know about these treat­ 
ments if he is to allow credit for 
them when he makes treatm ent 
recommendations.
